his arrival - in France as a prisoner 
from Madag-ascar. He was suffering 
upon his arrival from the effects, of the 
fever that prevails in Madag-aswir. He 
seemed to be greatly cheered by the 
visit of Messrs. Eustis and Alexander, 
and by their assurance that the United 
States government would inquire thor- 
oughly into his case. 


When asked if he had any complaint 


to make regarding his treatment in 
prison, Waller replied: 


"No, but I would like to have a chair 


and a table." 


This, however, according to the rules 


governing prisoners to solitary con- 
finement, . is not allowed. 


The American embassy will apply to 


the foreign office for the relaxation of 
the rules in Waller's case, in order 
that he may be supplied with a chair 
and table. 


Waller occupies a wainscoated cell 


that is reserved for political prisoners. 
He is allowed an invalid's diet; that is, 
whatever'he requests in the way of 
meats or vegetables is furnished to 
him. 


He furnished Messrs. Eustis and Al- 


exander with a full account of the 
events which led to his arrest, and also 
with the details of the proceedings of 
the court-martial which convicted and 
sentenced him. 
This statement has 


been transmitted to the state depart- 
ment at Washington.

It 
will not be possible to furnish ladies 
with quarters in these' barracks, or to 
supply meals or lunches in connection 
with them, ft^will be necessary for 
each person to bring his own blanket 
and towels. The barracks will be con- 
structed upon the plan adopted at the 
last Grand Army encampment at Wash- 
ington City, where a,' very large num- 
ber of veterans were thus housed.
